make a genuine contribution to the 
paper which they serve, and some of 
them serve it for a lifetime, They 
give it a touch which the metropoti- 
tan press cannot provide. 

But lifetime service is not a mon- 
opoly of country corre ?pondents. 
There are weeklies which have been 
under the management of on2 man for 
as long as most people can remember. 
They have taken on his personality, 
and he and his paper are one in the 
eyes of the community, In some cases, 
indeed, a paper has been handed down 
from father to son, and in turn to the 
son's son, until it is regarded not only 
as the product of an individua!, but as 
the product of a family. On the 
other hand there are weekles which 
have been, taken over by men trained 
on city dailies and some of these have 
made a conspicious success, There 
is a fine reciprocity in it all: the 
weeklies making their contribution of 
personel] to the city papers and the 
city papers to the weekties. 

One of the finest men which week- 
ly journalism ever gave to Toronto 
or to any other city was the late Jo- 
seph {T.. Clark, editor of The Star— 
and on this paper there are many 
others who have had their training 
in smaller centres, The publisher him- 
self graduated from a week!ty, and 


‘was secretary-treasurer of the Cana- 


dian Press Association when it includ 
ed both dailies and weeklies Mr, 
Clark was at one time editor of a 
weekly paper in Pickering, and, as 
the Bowmanville Statesman remarks, 
“never !ost his delight in the incidents 
of town and country life.” This was 
well known to those about him. His 
heart was great enough to include 
all, but in the last analysis its warm- 
est hearth was for the sma!] places 
and the small papers.

CULTIVATION ON SUMMERF ALLOW 


Frequent Rains Have Complt- 
cated Ordinary Processes, Says 
-bethbridge Experimental Sta- 
tion, 


The frequent rain storms of this 
| season have greatly complicated the 


| 


cultivation of fallows. Ordinarity the 
rod weeder {s the best implement to 
use for the second operation on fal- 
lows if it will work satisfactorily. Its 
draft is lighter than other cultivating 
implements and if the soil conditions 
are right a good kil! of weeds may be 
secured. When ¢he soil is dry the rod 
weeder operates best when penetrat- 
ing deeply enough to get below the 
root crown of the stubble on plough- 
less fields. With wet soi! however, it 
will be a matter of operating at the 
depth that will appear to give the best, 
weed kill, This will mean some ex-; 
perimentation on the part of the far- 
mer, 

The duckfoot cultivator may be sat-’ 
tsfactory and there again the condi-" 
tions of the soil and weed growth must 
determine the depth. 

Farmers who have large blade cul- 
tivators may find these very useful if 
the weeds become ‘arge, especially if 
the top soil ts. fairly dry. In using 
this implement at the station, it has 
been found that the shallower the 
blade penetrates the better the weed 
kill except for some types of peren- 
nia's, Generally however {t 1s neces- 
sary for the blade to go below the 
stubble crowns to operate successful- 
ly, especially in moist soil, 

The one-way disc undoubted'y will 
be used for midsummer cultivation 
by many farmers. With the moist con- 
dition of the sofl an endeavor may be 
‘made to turn the weeds under to In- 
pure a@ kill. If thig is done the trash 
cover will be destroyed and the soil 
placed in a condition for drifting. In 
stead of using a one-way when the 
soil is wet it may be better to detay 
the cultivation until the top soil dries 

out even if the weeds become larger 
and some moisture is lost. With a dry 
top soi! the weeds can be killed with 
a shallower one-waying and more 
tragh is left on the surface, At best 
however it is difficult to leave a trash 
where the one-way !s used unless the 
weeds are large. 

The plough wil} pe used on more 
fields than usual this year because of 
the difficulty of destroying weeds in 
wet soil with other implements. If the 
plough is used subsequent cultivation 
should be such as to not pulverize the 
surface any more than is absolutely 
necessary,
